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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Examiner acknowledges a submission of the Amendment, Drawing corrections 
and Arguments filed on May 28,2004. The Drawing corrections are approved. The 
Amended Abstract is also approved. Claims 1, 2 and 6 are amended. Amendment and 
arguments have overcome rejections under 112, 102 (b) and 103(a). 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
An amended independent Claim 1 discloses a multi-phase inverter including a plurality 
of control circuits driving a plurality of sets of transistors; each control circuit includes a 
fault circuit, which upon reception of a fault signal corresponding to an overcurrent 
conditions in its driving path sends a stop signal to a different control circuit, thus 
stopping operation the set of transistors driven by the different control circuit. The 
closest reference for the claim is Wills et al. (US 5,218,283), which discloses many 
elements of the claim. However, its control circuits operate different way, i.e. upon 
reception of the fault signal, each of the control circuits sends a stop signal to its own 

set of transistors, rather than sending the stop signal to the jJjffere_ntj:pntrol_circuit 

Claim 1 is the only independent Claim in the Application. 

Allowability resides, at least in part, in the above-described limitations, which has 
not been disclosed in the Prior Art in a search.
